That  \s  .something  of 

Importance  to  know  with  the  state  of  Europe 

what  it  is  today.  The  Russians,  at  considerable 

coat,  have  written  another  chapter  into  the  reign 

of  aggresslQn  thrpugh  which  they  seek,  ia  co- 

operaUon  with  Germany,  to  divide  up  Baatem 

Europe  under  the  OOTernments  af  Ifoseow  and 

Berlin. 

There  will  be  divided  opinions  as  to  the  eflecL 
the  end  of  the  Russo-Flnnlsh  hostilities  will  have 
upon  the  progress  of  the  War  in  which  the  Allies 
are  engaged  against  Germany.  It  puts  a  period 
to  any  netessity  that  might  have  arisen  for  the 
dispatch  of  British  and  French  a.s.slstance  to  the 
Finnr  on  a  large .  scale,  and  perhaps  in  an 
adventure  that  might  have  ended  disastrously, 
because  both  Germany  and  'the  Scandinavian 
count  ries  would  havFbe^h  drawn  into  the  struggle 
in  the  northlstnd.  It  ends,  too.  the  mustering  of 
volunteers  hi  so  many  countries  t<j  make  their 
way  prQoarlou.sly  to  the  .scene  of  the  fighting.  It 
was  the  purpose  of  the  Allies  to  make  sacrifices 
on  behalf  of  ffiiland  if  such  were  «aught.  That 
was  the  promise  of  both  Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain 
and  Premier  Daladier  of  France.  The  strength 
of  the  Allies  will  not  be  needed  now  in  a  doubtful 
task. 

There  pan  be  nothing  but  commiseration  for 
the  Finns  tn  their  plight,  and  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  surrendered  In  the  fare  of  over- 
whelming odd.s.  At  least  they  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  signing  a  peace  treaty  and  saving  a  con- 
aMerable  part  of  their  land  from  ruin.  If  that 
•  treaty  must  be  con.sidered  as  haying  luimiliatiim 
terms,  the  day  may  wellipome,  in  a  recon,structed  ',  pmice  i^upcrt 
lurope.  when  the  rinhiih  frontiers  wiU  be  Langara 
restored.
